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REMARKS 

This Amendment responds to the Office Action October 16, 2007, in which the 
Examiner rejected claims 1, 2, 4-6 and 8 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b). 

As indicated above, a minor informality in the Specification has been corrected. 
Therefore, Applicants respectfully request the Examiner approves the correction. 

Attached to this Amendment is a copy of the reference cited on page 1. 
Applicants respectfully request the Examiner considers the reference. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for recognizing Applicants claim for priority. 
However, Applicants believe that box 12a3 should be marked rather than box 12al . 

As indicated above, claims 1 and 5 have been amended in order to make explicit 
what is implicit in the claims. Additionally, the limitations of claims 3 and 7 which were added 
to claims 1 and 5 have been represented as claims 9 and 10. The Amendment is unrelated to a 
statutory requirement for patentability. 

Claim 1 claims an input method and claim 5 claims an input apparatus. The 
method and apparatus include a touch pen laminated onto a display screen of a display apparatus. 
A sensor unit is formed so as to be expanded to an outside of one side of the display screen. An 
instruction according to a touching position of a finger or touch pen onto the sensor unit is given. 
A controller generates a control signal based on the instruction. A selection display is displayed 
when the finger or touch pen is touched to the sensor unit. The selection items are highlighted 
when the finger or the touch pen is near the selection items as the finger or touch pen remains in 
contact with the sensor unit and is moved along the side on the sensor unit. The highhghted 
selection item is selected upon lifting the finger or the touch pen fi:om contact with the sensor 
unit near the highlighted selection item. 
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By highlighting the selection item as the finger or touch pen remains in contact 
with a sensor unit and is moved along the sensor unit and by selecting the highlighted item upon 
lifting the finger or touch pen firom contact with the sensor unit near the highlighted selected item 
as claimed in claims 1 and 5, the claimed invention provide an input method and apparatus 
which can select an item by merely touching and releasing the contact with the display screen. 
The prior art does not show, teach or suggest the invention as claimed in claims 1 and 5. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-6 and 8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
hy Beemink, etal. (U.S. Patent No. 5,434,929). 

Beemink, et al. appears to disclose a character selected in an index is indicated by 
reverse highlighting of the letter. Selection is performed by tapping on the desired character 
(column 8, lines 56-60). 

Thus, Beemink, et al. merely discloses selecting an item by tapping and upon 
selection the item is highlighted. Nothing in Beernink, et al. shows, teaches or suggests 
highUghting a selection item as a finger or touch pen remains in contact with a sensor unit and is 
moved along the sensor xmit as claimed in claims 1 and 5. Rather, Beernink, et al. only discloses 
highlighting the letter upon selection. 

Additionally, Beemink, et al. merely discloses an order to select an item, the 
character is tapped. However, as claimed in claims 1 and 5, the highlighted selection item is 
selected upon hfting the finger or touch pen firom contact with the sensor unit. Beemink, et al. 
teaches away fi-om the claimed invention since the letter is never highlighted until selected and 
the letter is only highlighted upon tapping. In other words, in Beemink, et al. the letter is not 
highlighted prior to selection. 
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Since nothing in Beernink, et al. shows, teaches or suggests (a) highhghting a 
selection item when the finger/touch pen is near the selection item as the finger/touch pen 
remains in contact with the sensor unit and is moved along on the sensor unit and (b) selecting 
the highhghted selection item upon hfting the finger/touch pen from contact with the sensor unit, 
as claimed in claims 1 and 5, Applicants respectfully request the Examiner withdraws the 
rejection to claims 1 mid 5 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b). 

Claims 2, 4, 6 and 8 depend from claims 1 and 5 and recite additional features. 
Applicants respectftilly submit that claims 2, 4, 6 and 8 would not have been anticipated by 
Beernink, et al. within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) at least for the reasons as set forth 
above. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request the Examiner withdraws the rejection to 
claims 2, 4, 6 and 8 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b). 

New claims 9 and 10 merely represent claims 3 and 7 as originally filed and 
previously incorporated into claims 1 and 5. No matter has been added. Therefore, Applicants 
respectfully request the Examiner allows new claims 9 and 10. In addition, new claims 1 1 and 
12 have been added. Apphcants respectfully submit that these claims are also in condition for 
allowance. 

Thus, it now appears that the appUcation is in condition for reconsideration and 
allowance. Reconsideration and allowance at an early date are respectfully requested. If the 
Examiner finds that the appUcation is not now in condition for allowance, Applicants 
respectfully requests the Examiner enters this amendment for purposes of appeal.

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To solve a problem such 
that a screen is hard to see and the operability is poor 
when data in a received digital broadcast are displayed 
and the operation for the display is done. 
SOLUTION: A television body 101 displays the received 
television broadcast at a display part 103. An auxiliary 
input/output device 121 is places nearer a user than the 
television body 101. Data are transferred bidireotionally 
between the television body 101 and auxiliary 
input/output device 121 through a wireless 
communication line 106. The auxiliary input/output 
device 121 has a touch panel 123 stacked on its display 
part and coordinate data corresponding to a position 
touched with a finger over a lock at the display of the 
display part are inputted. Data of EPG. etc., are sent 
from the television body 101 to the auxiliary 
input/output device 1 21 . and data inputted through the 
touch panel 123 of the auxiliary input/output device 121 
are sent to the television body 101. Consequently, the 

television body 101 can receive information on operation that the user porforrns by referring to 
the EPG. 
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
